OBITUARY

A nut In A. Klna.
Hon. A. A. King, a prominent jurist of Mis-

souri, died yenterday in fct. Louis, aged slxty-Tiln- e

years. He was born in Sullivan county,
Tennessee; studied law, and waa admitted to ttio
bar on becoming of age. lie removed to Mis-
souri iu I80O, and in 1831 was elected to the
Legislature of that State, and was returned for a
second term two years luter.

In 183'J he was appointed a circuit judge,
which position ho held until 1848, when he was
elected Governor of the titate, his term of ollice
expiring in 18M. In 18(W he was again placed
upon the bench, but was elected during the
same year as Representative from Missouri to
the Thirty-eight- h Congress, serving upon the
Judiclury Committee.
